CHRISTIAN SCIENCE UPHELD 
(Communicated) 
Editor Gettysburg Times: 
Among the number of criticisms ad­ 
verse to Christian Science which 
I 
have seen during the years since I be­ 
came acquainted with the subject, not 
one gave any indication of an under­ 
standing of it. 
The sennon reported 
in your iasuc of March 13 is no excep­ 
tion. 
In most cases there is not the 
least attempt to give a correct view of 
its strict adherence to Bible teaching, 
and especially do critics avoid disclos­ 
ing the fact that Christian Science is 
based entirely on a spiritual and scien­ 
tific interpretation of the Scriptures, 
and not on man-made church creeds 
and human theories and doctrines

which wdigh not one jot in determin­ 
ing the truth.' 
Not infrequently an adverse clerical 
critic is confronted with the embar­ 
rassing situation of having some mem­ 
bers of his congregation endeavor to 
show him the great variance between 
his presentation of'the subject and the 
true facts. 
It 
is not an uncommon 
occurrence for some members to leave 
their church connections on account of 
unjust attacks upon, and misrepresen­ 
tations of, Christian Science. 
These 
things should not be so, and Christian 
Scientists 
are not to blame. 
Chris­ 
tian Science, because 
it is Christian, 
does not encourage 
its adherents to 
attack or disrupt other religious or­ 
ganizations, but w-hen members of 
such organizations are not told the 
truth about 
Christian Science, 
they 
certainly have a right to go where j 
they can 
get it. 
A little study of 
Christian Science teaching soon dis­ 
closes the fact that people today need 
the right to judge for themselves be­ 
tween man-made 
church creeds 
and 
true Bible teaching, as fully as w'hen 
Dr. Martin Luther nailed his theses to 
the church door at Wittenberg. Chris­ 
tian Scientists are now defending thil 
right in the name of a true Christian­ 
ity—a healing 
Christianity—without 
which the Christianity taught and 
practiced by Christ Jesus and his 
early followers 
will never again 
be 
restored to humanity. 
Now it is an easy matter for anyone 
to learn that in Christian Science ser­ 
vices, and in the preparation and study 
of the Christian Science Lesson Ser­ 
mons, only the King James Version of 
the Bible is used. 
And there is 
no 
more occasion for the critic to call 
“Science and Health With Key to the 
Scriptures” by Mrs. Eddy, “The Chris­ 
tian Science Bible” than there is to 
call the commentaries, Helps to Bible 
Studies, and Notes on the Gospels, of 
other denominations, the Bibles 
of 
those denominations. 
How much the critic’s claim to have J 
refuted ten points of Christian Science 
my passages from 
the Scripture 
is 
worth, may easily be estimated w-hen 
it is considered that there arc more 
than one hundred Christian denomina­ 
tions existing today, all of whieh dif­ 
fer in their interpretations of the 
Scriptures. 
It is impossible to agree 
with all of them, and evidently only , 
one can be right. 
History discloses: 
the shameful fact that the bloodiest 
wars of the past have been fought, and 
the most horrible cruelties 
inflicted 
upon people, on account of their reli­ 
gious differences, without getting any 
I nearer to the truth by such methods. 
Neither will any one do so by the 
critics. 
Doubtless 
every 
religious 
teaching on the face of the earth can 
be proved to be wrong by his manner 
of interpretation, even the Bible itself.* 
On She other hand it can be shown by * 
a law of interpretation found in the j 
Bible itself, and not found in any other 
religious teaching, that there is no va­ 
riation whatsoever between the Bible * 
and Christian Science. 
The critic’s method of determining 
whether his understanding of spiritual 
truth is really correct is quite different 
from that of Mrs. Eddy, the discover­ 
er and founder of Christian Science. 
And in order to be fair the critic 
should 
have stated that the various 
doctrines he enumerated as being de­ 
nied in Christian Science, arc not dc- \ 
nied but only differently interpreted. 
Take for instanec the atonement. “Do 
I believe in the atonement of Christ?” 
asks Mrs. Eddy, on page 96, of Miscel­ 
laneous Writings, and she replies thus 
to her own question: “I do; and this 
atonement becomes more to me since 
it includes redemption from sickness 
as well as from sin. 
I reverence and 
adore Christ as never before.” 
Here 
ie the test: 
Does your understanding 
of the atonement heal your own sick­ 
ness, and those of others, through 
your understanding of it, and does it 
prevent sickness and discase and over­ 
come sin here and now? Every one of j 
the doctrines enumerated by the critic ! 
will do this when understood, for they j 
are 
based on spiritual 
truth, which 
Jesus himself said shall make free. 
Certainly the truth is sufficient to do 
this, or Jesus w-ould not have said so. 
j 
It 
needs but to 
be understood, and 
Christian Scientists are demonstrat­ 
ing this truth exactly in the degree of 
their understanding. 
In reply to the critic’s concluding 
charge “that the Christian Science the­ 
ory was full of confusion, inconsistent,, 
unfair in its interpretations, and pre­ 
sumptive, and that the best found in it 
can be found in any other religion,” ’I 
wish to present this 
undeniable fact, 
that Christian Science has to its cre­ 
dit, through the spiritual understand­ 
ing of prayer as taught therein, mil­ 
lions *of cases of healing; more cases in 
fact than all other religions combin­ 
ed, since the Christian Science move­ 
ment was organized. 
Understanding, 
not confusion, has brought this about. 
For centuries the world has stumbled 
on without a definite understanding of 
what constitutes true prayer. “Ye ask 
and receive not, because ye ask amiss.” 
(James 4: 3). 
“The prayer that re­ 
forms the sinner and heals the sick,” 
wrote Mrs. Eddy on page I of Science 
and Health, “is an absolute faith that 
all 
things are 
possible 
to God,—a 
spiritual undemanding of Him, an un- 
selfed love.”
